*^H p«N ote.— This is the first of a series 
four articles w ritten by R ailroad 
Toom m issioner W alter Splawn for the 
M essenger, concerning the consolida­ 
tion of railroads. 


History of Consolidation. 
Consolidation is putting two or 
more units together and managing 
them as one. 
To consolidate the 
railroads means to put two or more 
railroad companies into one company 
y 
and to operate thru one corporation 
properties that had before belonged 
to two or more corporations. 
Tliere 
are now over eight eiass one rail­ 
roads; 
that is, railroads with an 
income of a million dollars oi more 
per annum. 
T here are also .s< seral 
hundred cla.ss two and class three 
railroads with incomes of le.ss than 
one million dollars per annum. 
The 
proposal is to consolidate all of these 
railroad companies into fifttm or 
twenty big systems. 
Consoidation 
has been going on 
for three-quarters of a century. 
The 
first railroads wf-re short lines, built 
to carry goods to and from im portant 
ports and rirer cities. It was thought 
that they would always be less im ­ 
portant than canals, rivers and other 
means of w ater transportation. Many 
of the roads were built by local 
people and for only a few miles. 
In 
time many of these little roads come 
lo connect w'ith each other; 
and 
al ter 1850, it was seen to be desirable 
to piece together many of these short 
lines into longer roads which could 
carry thru pa.ssengers and freight 
for 
distances 
of 
several 
hundred 
miles. 
By 1870, some systems had reached 
a thousand miles. 
In tho eighties, 
th ru extensions and consolidations, 
some systems had even five thousand 
< miles 
of 
line. 
Thru 
these same 
processes by 1010, there were several 
stems with as much as ten thousand 
miles. When Jam es J. Hill and E. II. 
Harriman formed a corporation to 
buy and operate as one property par­ 
allel and competing road.s in the 
northwestern 
part 
of 
the 
I'nited 
► ^States, the country 
bigan 
to 
be 
alarmed. 
Tlie department of justice 
filed suit to dissolve this corporation 
aud the supreme court held that .such 
consolidations 
wert* 
tfiilaw'ful. 
It 
then appeared to be setilcd that the 
people of the Tnited Flutes pref(‘rred 
a number of railroad couipanit's to 
a few; 
that they belit*ved in com­ 
petition, particularly horwet'ii paialb l 
lines: 
and that they we're disposed 
to rely upon competiiron as th** n i os! 
im portant aud 
effective means 
o f 
regulating railroad transportation. 
In 192 0 the Ese-Cummins hill Ie* 
came law, and was referred to as the 
transportation act of l!)2u. 
i’aia- 
graphs four and five of .section five 
of that law' call upon the Intertstale 
Commerce Commission to prepare a 
plan under which the railroads of the 
United State.-; may co^.solidate into ,i 
few systems; 
that is to say, congre.ss 
commandt'd the Interstate Comnieir .* 
Commissio!) to prepare plan for con­ 
solidation. .Vfter the ronnnission ha; 
prepared and published its plan, tlo'u 
the railroads may do as they like 
about consolidating, but no consoli 
dation will be permitted unless it is 
in harmony with the plan of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.
